4. “Know Your Town,” a new edition of 
the booklet for new residents with a rewrite 
of the school section. 

The league adopted new study topics for 
the coming year:

quality, sewer capacity, roads, traffic and 
shools, a study of options including, but not 
limited to, inclusionary zoning, land trusts, 
land banking and building mortorium.

Sanborn Tries Pilot 
Science Program 


By Julie M. Barry 


A fourth-grade class at Sanborn took advantage of last Thurs- 
day’s rainstorm. 

Using water from a homemade rain collector and a pH testing 
kit, they tested a water sample to determine its acidity. 

Two students checked the water. The pH test restlt was 5.9. 
Students were somewhat surprised by this almost-neutral result 
because a comparison of data from elementary students across 
the country named Massachusetts the state with the second big- 
gest acid rain problem. 

The students compared this result with a previous test of And- 
over’s tap water, which also measured 5.5. They also tested Coca 
Cola and orange juice and discovered that their acidic content 
was higher. 

The students are participating in a pilot science program 
called National Geographic Kids Network. Acid rain is this 
year’s topic. 

Sanborn co-teachers June Blake and Veronica Boutureira 
spoke highly of the program. “It’s been so active, so much fun,” 
Blake said. 

Both Blake and Boutureira explained that the students are 
learning by conducting hands-on science experiments and then 
comparing their results with those of other students. 

First, the students conduct an experiment. Then they input 
their data into a computer and send the information to Washing- 
ton, D.C., where scientists combine and compare the data with 
other schools. This information is sent back to Sanborn via com- 
puter within 48 hours. The students discuss and interpret the 
various results. 

“We're all investigating; we’re all learning together,’’ Blake 
said. 

The learning isn’t coming from books. The students are learn- 
ing how to get, compare and evaluate data, Boutureira said. She 
says they question the results, rather than just accept them. 

Blake said some of Sanborn’s data has been different than 
other schools’, and that these variances make the students ques- 
tion their data. “It opens everyone’s mind, including my own,” 
she said. “There’s a lot of questions to be answered.”

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The base pay for Massachusetts legislators should 
stay at $40,000, according to the Greater Lawrence 
Chamber of Commerce. At its monthly meeting, the 
board of directors voted to accept a resolution sub- 
mitted by the chamber’s government affairs commit- 
tee which calls for the Greater Lawrence chamber to 
oppose the referendum question which would roll 
back legislators’ base salary to $30,000. 

Robin Neil, chairman of the government affairs 
committee, said that the decision of the Greater Law- 
rence chamber to oppose the referendum question 
and support the higher pay was a unanimous one. 
“Both the board and the government affairs commit- 
tee believe that the work load on legislators demands 
a modern salary. While we felt that the procedure 
used by the legislature to give themselves this raise 
was not in keeping with acceptable practices, the fact

is they have not had an increase in nearly seven 
years. In addition, we believe that a more realistic 
salary will attract more people to run for office,” he 
said. ‘‘The political process could use more competi- 
tion and better pay can help increase that competi- 
tion.”’ 

The ballot question, initiated by the Massachusetts 
Republican Party, will appear on the November Gen- 
eral Election ballot statewide. If the question receiv- 
es a majority vote in favor of the pay cut, legislators 
elected in November will see their base pay slashed 
by 25 percent starting in January 1989. 

Neill said that the idea of opposing the ballot ques- 
tion grew out of a meeting at the Sate House between 
Greater Lawrence Area state representatives and 
members of the chamber in April. ‘‘At our meeting, 
the legislators expressed their dismay at the likeli- 


hood of having their salaries cut,” he 


explained.

Late Filing Produces Fines 


The Internal Revenue Service warns em- 
ployers they could face a $50 fine for each 
late W-2 form needed by their employees 
for filing their 1987 taxses. 

By law, employees should have received 
their W-2 forms no later than February 1, 
1988. 


“Those employers with a large number 
of workers could find late delivery of the 
Wage and Tax Statements costing them 
thousands of dollars. Each late form car- 
ries a $90 fine,’”’ said Boston District Direc- 
tor Gerard R. Esposito.

Be prepared to supply the IRS 
with the employer’s complete address, in- 
cluding zip code, phone number and, if pos- 
sible, employer identification number, 
often found on pay stubs.

House. Not everyone is buying today, but 
we all like to see how much certain houses

However, as Selectmen Jim Barenboim 
pointed out, the selectmen were restrict- 
ed solely to setting a date for the special 
meeting. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman favored 
holding the meeting early morning July 4, 
which he said would guarantee large at- 
tendance. 

But, Chairman William Downs pointed 
out that the selectmen were required to 
set a date within 45 days of the petition’s 
May 16 submission to town hall. 


The issue was originally scheduled to 
come before voters at last month’s town 
meeting. The warrant was withdrawn by 
the school support group, the Citizens for 
Excellence in Education, whose leaders 
said town residents hadn’t been presented 
enough information to make an informed 
decision. 


CNS decided to press the issue them- 
selves and collected over 400 signatures 
on a petition calling for a town meeting, 
well over the 200-plus neccesary, to de- 
cide the controversy.

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C-School Committee 
Accused Of Meeting 
In Secret 


The Collaborative School Committee has been ordered to sub- 
mit minutes of its meetings to the Essex County district attor- 


ney. 

Although there is no due date for submitting the minutes, 
according to committee member Margo Tilghman, she says 
compiling that information won’t be a problem. 

“Dennis (Richards, Collaborative School Project director) 
kept meticulous notes of the meetings,” Tilghman said. 

Of the three times the committee has met, the first two were 
not posted, Tilghman said. 

According to a letter sent by Assistant District Attorney Rob- 
ert Bender, holding the meetings without posting them was a 
violation of the law. 

“Tt was a misunderstanding of the law,”’ Tilghman said. She 
says the committee had actively discussed the issue, but didn’t 
feel posting the meetings was necessary. 

The committee is made up of two representatives from the 
Andover School Committee, Tilghman and Richard Neal; And- 
over’s superintendent of schools, Kenneth Seifert; two members 
of the Lawrence School Committee, Carol Bannon and Betty La- 
Charite; Lawrence’s superintendent, James Scully; and Project 
Director Richards. 

The collaborative school, if adopted, is scheduled for Septem- 
ber 1990. the kindergarten through eighth-grade school would 
house 1,200 students—800 would be from Lawrence, 400 from 
Andover. 

A special Town Meeting has been scheduled for June 20 to vote 
on the proposed Andover-Lawrence school. It will be held at 7 
p.m. in the J. Everett Collins Center. 


Board Rejects 


Reluctantly, the Planning Board turned 
down preliminary plans for a five-home 
subdivision located at 32 Marland Street 
near Ballardvale at their meeting Tues- 
day night.

The critical point is, ‘‘Can you get back 
there?” asked Colyer.

In a pre-meeting memo to the board, 
Colyer noted that “‘not one of the five con- 
cerns listed in my November 1987 letter 
were satisfactorily addressed.” 

Stapinski argued that access should not 
be a problem, either legally or from a 
planning point of view. 

When town staff pointed out that esk- 
ers—a narrow ridge of sand and gravel— 
are protected by town law, Stapinski said 
that if the literal definition of an esker is 
used, a lot of sand and gravel ridges have 
been demolished to make way for other 
housing developments. 

Still, “nobody has shown there is access 
(to the site) and that it can be developed 
that intensely‘‘ said Colyer. 

Board member Donald Ellsworth said 
“T agree with staff comments. It’s a 
heavy use of property.”’ 

Before the board could vote on the pre- 
liminary plan, board member Carl Byers 
questioned whether a vote should be tak- 
en before the access question was decid- 


ed.

Citizens for Neighborhood Schools (CNS) have suc- 
ceeded in getting a special town meeting called for 
June 20 to act on the proposed Lawrence-Andover Col- 


laborative School.

3. You say there has been little in 
the way of additional information 
provided. Is this really because the 
information is not available or be- 
cause proponents want to spend 
more of our tax dollars to market 
the concept another four months 
with events such as a cocktail party 
at Bishop’s on June 1 where an art- 
ist’s rendering of the school will be 
unveiled? (a cocktail party to cele- 
brate an elementary school?) Are 
they afraid of the outcome of a town 
meeting at this time because the 
number of responses to interest 
sheets and a petition has not pro- 
vided them with a comfortable mea- 
sure of support? What better forum 
to present their case than a Collins 
Center full of registered voters? 

4, You say it was decided to put 
the decision off until the fall.

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Surette Had 
Thoughts 
After Single

When Billerica High’s Jeff Gallison led 
off the bottom of the seventh inning with a 
single, Andover pitcher Steve Surette expe- 
rienced an ugly flashback. 

Exactly seven days earlier Surette had 
been in a similar situation, entering the 
bottom of the eighth inning against 
Chelmsford with a 3-1 advantage. 

The lead seemed secure since the Golden 
Warriors were atop the Large School Divi- 
sion of the Merrimack Valley Baseball 
Conference, 11-2 overall, and Surette was 9- 
0 with only two earned runs allowed in 
close to 40 innings. 

But two Chelmsford hits were followed 
by a three-run homer, giving the Lions a 
shocking 4-3 victory and starting Andover 
on a three-game losing skid that put coach 
Dave Bettencourt’s club in a virtual three- 
way tie for first place. 

Surette, now 7-1, had halted the slide with 
a four-hit victory over Lowell. 

Now he was pitching on two days rest, his 
third start in eight days overall, and was 
three outs from a 2-1 victory over Billerica 
and the 1988 MVC Large School 
championship. 

“Right after the kid got the hit,” said 
Surette, “the first thing that went through 
my mind was the Chelmsford game. I 
wasn’t gonna let the same thing happen 
again.” 

He didn’t. 

The junior righthander reached back and 
found his fastball, striking out the next two 
batters and getting two strikes on final out 
Derek Graham before he slapped a routine 
prongs to second baseman Scott Wal- 

ace. 

Surette’s 22 innings in eight days are 
something many pitchers couldn't handle, 
but it was something carefully thought out 
by coach Bettencourt and discussed seve- 
ral times last weekend. 

“T didn’t even touch a ball at Sunday’s 
practice,” explained Surette. ‘‘I felt fine 
during the game, although I was pretty 
tired after it was over. Once we took the 
lead (two runs in the sixth) I was pretty 
pumped up. We all were. 

“We actually didn’t decide until the bus 
ride to Billerica that I’d go as far as a 
could. We had ‘Russ’ (John Russell) ready 
in relief, and coach brought along (sopho- 
more lefty) Chris Eggert to face a left- 
handed batter if I got in a tough situation. 

Surette, the winningest pitcher in the 
MVC this spring, rarely strikes out more 
than five or six in a seven-inning game. But 
he also walks few and is as crafty on the 
mound as many professionals. 

He’s been successful at every level and 
now owns a 12-4 career varsity record.

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Warriors Take Conference 
Crown; Get Tourney Berth

With junior righthander Steve Surette once again 
showing uncommon poise under pressure, the And- 
over High varsity baseball team completed an im- 
pressive perfecta this week by winning the 
Merrimack Valley Baseball Conference Large School 
championship and qualifying for the Eastern Mass. 
Division 1 Tournament. 

Taking second things first, the Golden Warriors 
earned their fifth tourney berth in the last 16 years as 
Surette fired a brilliant four-hitter to beat Lowell 4-2 
last Friday. 

Andover’s first league title in several years was 
clinched Monday afternoon, Surette coming back on 
two days rest to fashion a crafty five-hitter en route 
to a dramatic come-from-behind 2-1 triumph over Bil- 
lerica. 

Matt Pothier, Co-Capt. Tom Murray and Mike Mo- 
riarty provided the key hits in the two-run sixth in- 
ning to lift the Warriors past Billerica, but it was 
Surette’s gritty mound performance that made it all 
possible. 

With the victory Surette became the winningest 
pitcher in the MVC this spring, 7-1 overall, and for his 
two-year varsity career he’s now 12-4. 

The triumph over Lowell ended a three-game los- 
ing skid, one that began with a heartbreaking 4-3 bot- 
tom-of-the-eighth loss to Chelmsford and continued 
last week with setbacks to Lawrence (3-1) and 
Tewksbury (8-0). 

Those three defeats brought Andover back from the 
MVC stratosphere, creating a virtual three-way 
Large School tie for first place among AHS, Billerica 
and Lawrence entering Monday’s game. 

The Golden Warriors responded to the first-place 
challenge like champs, their victory over Billerica 
and a 13-3 pounding of Lawrence by Chelmsford com- 
bining to earn them undisputed possession of the 
crown. 

Andover wraps up the regular season this weekend 
hoping to defend its championship in the eighth an- 
nual Lawrence Invitational Tournament at Mark 
Devlin Field. 

The Golden Warriors face Methuen, a team they 
whipped 13-3 earlier this spring, in the tourney semi- 
finals Saturday at 4 p.m. Host Lawrence meets North 
Andover in the 7:30 p.m. nightcap. 

The two winners square off in the championship 
game Sunday at 7:30 p.m., with the losers clashing in 
a 3 o'clock third-place consolation game. 

Andover, 2-1 

Durable Steve Surette, with five complete games 
and only six earned runs allowed in over 50 innings, 
hooked up with Billerica sophomore righthander 
Keith Qualter in a classic pitcher’s duel that featured 
spectacular defensive play on both sides. 

Surette, who became stronger as the game pro- 
gressed, struck out four, walked one (intentionally), 
retired 17 of the last 20 batters he faced including 12 
straight at one stretch, allowed only three Billerica 
runners as far as second base, and threw just 92 
pitches. 

Qualter, 6-3 record, wasn’t far behind although he 
received some outstanding fielding support through 
the first five frames. 

Qualter yielded seven hits, four in the pivotal sixth, 
struck out two, walked two and threw 73 pitches. 

Ten Andover batters went for Qualter’s first pitch, 
and at one point he retired five consecutive hitters on 


the minimum five pitches. 

Both teams played errorless ball, with strong de- 
fense from AHS catcher Tom Murray and infielders 
Scott Wallace (second base), Keith Abernathy (short- 
stop) and Chris Concemi (first base). 

The Indians, however, kept Andover frustrated and 
off the board with a series of excellent fielding plays. 

In the top of the third, after John Russell blooped a 
single to right and DH Matt Pothier beat out a bunt 
single, Wallace grounded a hard shot to third base- 
man Bob Kupka. He scooped the sizzler, stepped on 
third and doubled the Andover co-captain at first to 
end the threat. 

Centerfielder Jeff Gallison opened the fifth with a 
long run and parallel-to-the-ground diving catch of 
Abernathy’s hard liner to right-center. 

Shortstop Glenn DiSarcina and second baseman 
Chuck Denehy also made solid plays to keep Andover 
scoreless through five. 

Billerica, which had just two threats against Su- 
rette, made good on the first one in the bottom of the 
second. Denehy led with a hustle double, took third on 
Gallison’s sacrifice bunt, and crossed on Mark Tor- 
pey’s RBI single to leftfield. 

It remained 1-0 until the sixth. Leadoff batter Po- 
thier was the catalyst with a single to centerfield, and 
he promptly stole second base. 

Wallace, an extremely loud 0-for-3, belted a rocket 
to centerfield that Gallison flagged down. 

Murray followed with another shot that was uncat- 
chable, sailing over leftfielder Derek Graham’s head 
for a game-tying double. 

Senior leftfielder Mike Moriarty, a successful 
cleanup hitter all season, then won it with a double to 
left rescuing Murray. 

Moriarty moved to third on a passed ball, but was 
nailed at the plate on Chris Concemi’s fielder’s choice 
grounder. 

Abernathy ripped a two-out single and_alertly 
moved to second when Billerica tried to get Concemi 
at third, but that’s where the rally died. 

In the bottom of the sixth Indians’ catcher Tim

“T just try to hit spots,” he said. ‘I had 
faced Billerica earlier this year (3-0 win), 
and the only hitter that really concerned 
me was (Glenn) DiSarcina.

A young Lowell woman, abducted 
in Andover and stabbed as she es- 
caped from her kidnapper several 
hours later, was reported in good 
condition at Exeter Hospital in New 
Hampshire yesterday, say Andover 
police. 

Although police are working on 
several leads, there are currently 
no suspects in the early morning 
abduction last Friday of a 24-year- 
old woman, from her car along Riv- 
er Road near the Tewksbury bor- 
der, said Andover Lt. John 
Houlihan. 

The woman, whose name is being 


withheld because she was sexually | 


assaulted during her ordeal, was 
driving from a friend’s home in 
Andover about 2 a.m. when a pick- 
up truck made a move as if to pass 
her 1986 Ford Escort, then cut 
sharply in front of the car, forcing 
the woman to screech to a halt, said 
Houlihan. 

“She apparently had been aware 
there was a vehicle behind her, but 
she had no idea of his intentions,” 
said Houlihan. 

Before the woman could back up, 
the man, described as a tall, light- 
skinned black male in his late twen- 
ties, pulled her out of the car and 
stuffed her into his truck. 

‘She basically had no time to re- 
act,” said Houlihan. ‘‘She tried to 
back away, but didn’t have enough 
time.”’ 

For the next several hours, the 
kidnapper drove around the area, 
during which time, the woman was 
sexually assaulted, say police. 

Finally, the assailant stopped in 
Hampton, N.H., where he _per- 
mitted the woman to escape after a 
short struggle, during which he 
stabbed her in the abdomen, said 
Houlihan. 

The woman was subsequently 
found on the roadside by a passing 
motorist and was taken to Exeter 
Hospital. 

Meanwhile, another motorist had 
called Andover police to report an 
abandoned vehicle parked side- 
ways in the middle of River Road. 

Andover and Tewksbury units re- 
sponded, and, finding the keys still 
in the ignition and a purse lying on 
the seat, began an hour-long search 
of the immediate neighborhood.

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Andover ’n’ Athletes 
Versatile Perry Comes Into His Own

He is the middle son, trying to 

equal or surpass what those before 
him accomplished and set standards 
for those who are to follow. 

Senior three-sport standout John 
Perry managed to fashion his own 

identity at Andover 
High, rivaling the 
(.-\ impressive athletic 
- accomplishments _ of 
Send older brothers E.J. 
ea “Aas, and Tim. And he is 
44i\also perpetuating a 
@ family tradition 
*_ which younger broth- 
"=<" ers Matt and James 
will undoubtedly con- 

tinue. 

The five Perry boys, along with 
sisters Louise and Grace, comprise 
perhaps the most talented and pro- 
lifie sports-oriented clan in this 
town’s history. 

Their only discernible ‘‘competi- 
tion’’ would be the Farnhams as 
Bob, Mark and Paul were three- 
sporters at AHS and junior Glenn is 
currently starring in football, hock- 
ey and baseball at Central Catholic. 

John Perry is approaching the end 
of his fine high school career, which 
will officially close over the next few 
weekends as one of the state’s finest 
long jumpers in spring track. 

He will participate in the All-Class 
Track Meet this Saturday, and if he 
qualifies will continue on to the All- 
State and New England 
Championships. 

“John had some pretty big shoes to 
fill when he arrived at Andover 
High. 

Brother E.J. had started the Perry 
sports portfolio. 

He was a wide receiver and de- 
fensive back in football, a member 
of several outstanding Golden War- 
rior basketball teams including the 
one that took Pat Ewing and Cam- 
bridge Rindge & Latin to the brink of 
defeat, and a top-notch hurdler and 
state champion pole vaulter on the 
track squad. 

E.J. attended Colby College in Wa- 
terville, Maine where he was the 
point-guard, record-shattering play- 
maker and double figure scorer for 
several excellent White Mule hoop 
teams (26-3 one season). 

E.J. graduated with a degree in 
administrative science, and is cur- 
rently doing some substitute teach- 
ing in the Lawrence school system 
as well as coaching the Lawrence 
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High track team (pole vault) with 
his dad, Ernie. 

Tim was next in line, not making 
things any easier for John by earn- 
ing All-Scholastic honors as a quar- 
terback/safety in football, 
graduating as Andover High’s all- 
time career scoring leader and its 
only 1,000 point producer in basket- 
ball (1,397 points), and multi-event 
(high jump, hurdles, state decath- 
lon) standout in track. 

Even a freak pole vaulting acci- 
dent his junior year, one that left a 
deep gash in his right thigh, didn’t 
put a crimp in Tim’s performance. 

Tim inked a full football schol- 
arship to Harvard University two 
years ago, and is one of very few 
athletes playing two sports (basket- 
ball) at the Ivy League school. 

“He’s played four games at varsi- 
ty quarterback so far,’’ said his fa- 
ther, “‘but Tim’s running back punts 
and kickoffs regularyly. He received 
his letter and the championship ring 
a Crimson won the Ivy title last

Tim is also waiting for a shot with 
the varsity hoop team, and it should 
come next winter with Harvard 
struggling the past two years and 
the government/political science 
major averaging approximately 25 
points per game for the junior varsi- 
t 


y. 

Enter John Perry. 

“There was some pressure the last 
couple years from people who ex- 
pected me to perform as well as my 
brothers,” admitted John. “It never 
came from my family, but some- 
times I’d hear someone else compar- 
ing me and Tim. 

“I think because Tim and I did 
things a little differently it wasn’t 
that bad. In football he was a quar- 
terback and I was a receiver, and in 
basketball he was a shooting guard 
and I was more of a point-guard. 

‘No matter what anyone said all I 
tried to do was play as well as I 
could,” added John. 

As a sophomore wide receiver 
John pulled down 46 passes from 
brother Tim, including six for touch- 
downs. 

As a junior he added 17 catches 
and scored five TDs (three on 
passes, two on runs). 

This past fall he and quarterback 
Brendan McHugh formed one of the 
most dangerous passing combina- 
tions in the state for Andover’s 7-3-0

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squad, John snagging 54 passes in- 
cluding 12 for touchdowns. He 
scored 84 points overall, adding one 
TD rushing and one on a punt return. 

Against Haverhill he caught 11 
passes, three for touchdowns, and 
during an incredible team perfor- 
mance under the lights in Lowell he 
snatched eight passes including 
three for scores. 

His 117 catches (21 for TDs) are 
believed to be a career record at 
Andover, surpassing the 112 chalked 
up by recent Holy Cross Hall-of- 
Fame inductee Glenn Verrette 
(class of ‘76). 

As a sophomore in basketball John 
divided his time between the varsity 
bench and playing floor. ‘“‘I was the 
eighth man,” he said. 

As a junior he played regularly 
and averaged 17.0 points, and this 
past season tossed in 21.6 points per 
game to finish second to Central 
Catholic’s John Rimas in both in 
Merrimack Valley Conference scor- 
ing race and the balloting for league 
MVP 


He averaged 6.0 assists per game, 
and for his 63-game varsity career 
scored 30 or more points in four 
games, 20 or more in 23 games, and 
hit 240-of-311 career free throws. 

He also finished second to Tim on 
Andover’s all-time scoring list, 
pumping through 956 points to bare- 
ly miss the coveted 1,000 career 
mark. 

‘John pushed the ball upcourt on 
the fast break very well,’’ said coach 
Tom Ryser. ‘‘He was an excellent 
middleman for the running game. 

“He wasn’t afraid of contact when 
he took the ball to the hole. He’d take 
the hit and try for three (foul shot) 
points instead of two. 

“He improved his shooting tre- 
mendously this year,” continued 
Ryser. ‘‘His range was limited until 
the advent of the 3-point shot this 
season. I think that got John excited. 
It was a challenge and he worked at 
it (long-range shooting) very hard.” 

The Golden Warriors qualified for 
the Eastern Mass. Division 1 Tour- 
nament, and battled to the North 
Sectional semifinals before losing to 
nemisis and eventual state semifi- 
nalist Lowell for the third time. 

Along the way, however, Andover 
defeated division top-seed Lincoln- 
Sudbury 80-78 in overtime with Per- 
ry playing a spectacular game.

All three brothers, and the ones 
that are still to come, were assisted 
by a now legendary full-length, two- 
basket court constructed in the back 
yard of their Dascomb Road home. 

In track John ranks as one of the 
top long jumpers in Massachusetts, 
surpassed only by Chelmsford High 
football standout Kyle Cripps. 
John’s best leap has been 22’1.’’ He 
also runs the 100 meters in 11.3 and 
is a member of the sprint relay 
squad. 

Last spring he placed second in 
the state Class B long jump, but 
didn’t do as well at the All-State 
Meet. 

“Maybe this will be my year,”’ of- 
fered John. 

The awards have been many in 
1987-88. 

John earned Boston Globe All- 
Scholastic honors in football, was a 
Boston Herald All-Scholastic in bas- 
ketball, a Lawrence Eagle-Tribune 
All-Star in both sports, a Merrimack 
Valley Conference All-Star in three 
sports, and a team co-MVP in bas- 
ketball. 

Just last week he attended a din- 
ner in Randolph to accept a National 
Football Foundation Hall-of-Fame 
Scholar-Athlete award. 

John is an honor roll student, and 
next fall will attend the University of 
New Hampshire on a full football 
scholarship. 

“Football is my favorite sport,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Coach Ryser looked into 
some Division 2 basketball schools 
for me, but I wanted to play Division 
1 football.”

Continues At 
Slow Pace
